substantial part of its activities

Contributions made to a mis-,

In general, it applies to the Wx-

A lawyer, doctor, or other pro- 


fessional man mav not charge off 
as a current expense the cost of 
a library used wholly in his pro- 
fession, this being a. capital ex- 
penditure and the library a capi- 
tal asset, but he may deduct, an 
allowance for depreciation based 
upon the useful life of the library. 
If part, of a professional man's 
residence is used by him for of-

the Baird and Marconi sys- 
tems operating alternately 
under control of the British 
Corporation.
